IN FLEMING CASE 



Next Thursday evening is Septem- 
ber 1 and it also happens to be the 
meeting of the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association, when they wilf open 
their forty-fourth series in both long 
and short term stock. 

Thus far this year they have matured 
two series and it is expected that the 
twenty-second long term series will 
also mature before the year is out, 
which will mean that a number of 
stockholders have received checks 
covering their matured stock and about 
.$3 000 a month will be lost to the as- 
sociation oil account of these shares 
maturing. 

Most of the stockholders, who were 
fortunate enough to receive checks 
during the year, will start again in the 
new series in order that they may put 
something away each month and on 
the maturing of their stock have trie 
pleasure of receiving a nice sized check, 
which in most cases seems like finding 
the money. 

In addition to. the old subscribers 
taking shares in the new series it is 
hoped that the new residents of Nar- 
berth will interest themselves in com- 
munity "affairs and become stockhold- 
ers in the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association. This association 
has paid off 22 series and matures its 
stock in the long term scries in about 
11 years and 2 months, and in the 
short term in six years and a half, and 
earns nearly 9 per cent, for its stock- 
holders. It is well managed, investing 
its money in first and second mort- 
gages on property of its stockholders 
in Narberth and the immediate vicinity, 
and has never lost a dollar on account 
of misjudging the values of properties 
and having them come back on the 
hands of the association. 

There are two classes of stockhold- 
ers. The first take out stock to cover 
a mortgage loan and purchase a home; 
the second take out free shares and 
furnish funds for others who wish to 
borrow.

The Main Line continues to enjoy 
perfect tall weather — but it is still 
August.** This, despite the protests of 
those early "morning commuters who 
may have Wandered out of doors the 
last few days in light summer wear and 
gone shivering to their trains. 

Some \vho have permitted their eyes 
to slip from the calendar have been 
frankly skeptical that this is the month 
which is usually the warmest and the 
most disagreeable one of the summer. 
That these doubts are well founded 
Charles Decker, Main Line Weather 
Observer, verifies. 

On Tuesday, when he made up his 
official summary for the week, Mr. 
Decker found that the month was con- 
siderably below normal. A deficiency 
of 59 degrees was reported from 
August 1. Last year, at the same time, 
there was a temperature excess of 33. 
This means an accumulated deficiency 
of 92 degrees for the month as com- 
pared to August 23 of last year 

A slight rise in the temperature, 
wheih reached its peak on Tuesday 
began early in the week. The highest 
point to which the mercury mounted 
was Si. The weather actually felt 
much warmer due to the humidity 
which accompanied the rising tempera- 
ture. A sharp wind which set in 



Wednesday cleared the atmosphere 
and 'soon put an end to the upward 
trend of the mercury. Early yesterday 
the temperature began to fall and again 
ended up in the fifties. 

A prenomenon in weather behavior 
was noted during the past seven days 
which Weather Man Decker describes 
as "a most unusual week of tempera- 
tures." For rive consecutive nights, 
Wednesday to Sunday, inclusive, the 
same low temperature of 57 was re- 
corded — this despite the fact that the 
high temperatures of those days varied 
from 73 to 83 degrees. 

The high temperature on Wednesday 
last was 83, Thursday, 73; Friday, 7G; 
Saturday, 74, and Sunday, 79, but on 
each of those days the low temperature 
was 57. On Monday the high was 79 
and the low was 60; on Tuesday SI 
high and 07 low. 

In addition to making a record for 
itself as a cold month, August is also 
going ahead of the previous summer 
months for precipitation. Rain to the 
total of 1.13 of an inch fell during the 
past week which brings the total for 
the month to 4.82 inches, according to 
the weatherman. 

The barometer reading for the week 
was high at 30.23 and low at 29.86,

In other words, it is pretty 
certain that the exhibitionism, which now 
manifests itself in the contests, if pushed 
a little further, will kill the particular 
type of interest these shows are now

"If young men were entered in the 
contests as well as girls the affair might 

develop into what might be called a 
course or school for the real apprecia- 
tion of the human body." 

"Taken as such the contests would be 
wholesome and helpful to society. The 
introduction of young men into the 

oeauty shows' would not seem strange 
to artists and studcnls of the history of 
art, who are well aware that throughout 
the ages, the male figure has been used 
as a model for the creation of thines of 
.leaiuy with considerable more f requeue v 
than the female figure."

Permission has been granted by the 
Board of Adjus ment under the zoning 
act, for Mrs. Alary A. Fleming to open 
a gas station on Montgomery avenue 
at Haverford avenue. 

t Thc decision was reached by the 
Board on August a, but announcement 
was withheld until all interested par- 
ses had been notified. These notices 
were sent out late last week. 

As a result of the Board's action, a 
discussion of over two years comes to 
an end. During this time Mrs. Flem- 
ing has made repeated efforts to se- 
cure permission to turn her property 
into a gas and oil station. 

The Fleming property was for many 
years a blacksmith shop. The death 
of Mr. Fleming and the rapid decrease 
in the use of horses in this vicinity re- 
sulted in the closmg of the forge. Mrs. 
Fleming then requested a permit to 
turn the old building into a gas sta- 
tion or accessories store. The permit 
was refused. 

Recently an appeal was made to the 
Board of Adjustment, in which a 
change in use was asked. Under the 
zoning law, properties used for busi- 
ness prior to the passage of the ordi- 
nance were not to be disturbed, but 
no change in the nature of the busi- 
ness could be permitted unless per- 
mission were obtained. 

The request for this permission 
specified that Mrs. Fleming desired to 
erect a service station selling gas, oil 
and accessories. The permission giv- 
en by the Board permits only the sale 
of gas and oil, and bars anything in 
the way of a store. The text of* the 
decision follows: 

"At a special meeting of the Board 
of Adjustment of Zoning, Borough of 
Xarberth, held in Elm Hall, Wednes- 
day evening, August ;J, 1927, it was 
unanimously agreed that permission be 
ranted to Mrs. Mary A. Fleming to

Gutter 
lines were being put in through the

Tells of Land Developing and Gives 

Personal History. 

Alexander C. Shand, Jr., Narberth 
land ^ developer, was the speaker at 
luesdays weekly luncheon ' of the 
bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club 
held at the Cynwyd Club. He told of 
himself and some of his experiences 
in accordance with the Rotary policy 
which requires members to give per- 
sonal history talks. 

. Born in Altoona, Mr. Shand's first 
job was as messenger boy with the 
I cnnsylvania Railroad in which com- 
pany his father, Alexander C, Shand. 
Sr., is now assistant vice president in 
charge of engineering. From mes- 
senger Mr. Shand graduated to gen- 
eral contracting and then moved to 
Bala in 190;}. A year later he went 
to Narberth, where he now resides. 

His entrance into the developing 
field, Mr. Shand told the Rotarians, 
was an accident. A real estate oper- 
ator turned over a. batch of semi-de- 
veloped lots to him as payment on 
some bills. He became a builder, fin- 
ished up the development and then de- 
cided to go still further and do land 
developing. 

A land developer, it was explained, 
is a person who subdivides a large 
piece of property into lots and lays out 
streets and the like. He does no build- 
ing, however. That is done by a 
builder to whom the development is 
sold.

buying of land and attempting to buck 
a real estate tide.

ground in this section getting it in 
shape for the concrete. 

In the meantime, the excavating ma- 
chine has been going up the pike dig- 
ging out the sides of the road and by 
yesterday this work had progressed 
as far as Winding Way in Merion. 
With the digging out of the road sides, 
vehicular traflir "has been limited to 
the narrow center part of the pike. 
This has necessitated temporary re- 
routing of the Montgomery busses. 

Instead of proceeding directly down 
Montgomery pike to Bryn Mawr ave- 
nue in Cynwyd, as usual, the busses 
during peak traffic now go down 
Orchard Way into Merion at the in- 
tersection of Bowman avenue, to Syca- 
more avenue, out Sycamore to Old 
Lancaster, down Old Lancaster road 
to Highland and over Highland ave- 
nue to Bryn Mawr and along the usual 
route. Other changes in the route 
will have to be made from time to 
time as the work move, up the pike, 
it is understood. 

Some residents along the pike have 
been inconvenienced by the widening 
work in that the deep side ditches have 
cut their driveways off from the pike. 
Unable to get their cars out* one or 
two of these complained to the Bala- 
Cynwyd Neighborhood Club. Through 
its efforts temporary planking was 
placed by the construction men to al- 
low these persons access to the high- 
way. 

The Bala-Cynwyd fire company was 
m the same predicament for a short 
tm «piA few heated arguments en- 
sued ; v.ibiit finally orders were given 
by job foremen to put in planking 
which would allow the fire apparatus 
to get out on the street. 

The road work is now proceeding 
at full force and if there are no serious 
weather interruptions, it is hoped that 
the road builders will have both sides 
(aid and be entirely out of Cynwyd 
m two weeks. In the meantime the 
Cynwyd section of the pike looks like 
a battlefield in France during the late 
war. 



Judge Harold G. Knight, of 
Montgomery county, answering* a 
letter addressed to President 
Judge J. Ambler Williams, who is 
on his vacation, involving seizure 
of the ballot-boxes by the Senate 
Committee, in the Vare election 
dispute, has agreed to impound all 
ballots cast in last year's election, 
but objects to the county being 
put to any extra expense. 

New "ballot-boxes must be pur- 
chased for the holding of the regu- 
lar election this November, the 
Judve contends, if the boxes are 
to be removed from the county. 
This expense, he insists, shoufd 
not he borne by the county. 

Judge Knight also states that 
while the county is ready to co- 
operate with the Senate authori- 
ties that the removal of the ballot- 
boxes should be done by petition 
to the County Courts and not 
upon the authority of the informal 
printed letter which the agent of 
the Senate Committee has acted 
so far. 

Judge Knight has issued an or- 
der that the ballot-boxes shall be 
impounded by the custodians, 
George \V. Groff and Oliver N. 
Bergey, and held by them until 
further order of the Court. 

Contrary to the practice in 
some other counties in this State, 
all the ballot-boxes used at any 
of the elections in the county are 
brought to the Montgomery 
County Court House and placed 
in the custody of two men es- 
pecially appointed for that pur- 
pose, and these two — one a Re- 
publican and the other a Demo- 
crat, namely Oliver L. Bergey and 
George W. Goff, are responsible 
for them until an order is received 
to open the boxes and destroy the 
ballots.

In this county the ballot-boxes 
are not allowed to remain in the' 
custody of any district official/a 
practice which the late Judge John 
Faber Miller discontinued.

"Your letter of August 8th, 1927, 
addressed to the President Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of Montgom- 
ery County, has been handed to me in 
the absence of Judge Williams, the 
President Judge, who is now on his 
vacation. 

"Under our practice in this county, 
Hie ballot boxes for the general elec- 
tion of 1926, were delivered by order 
of the Court, to George W. Groff and 
Oliver N. Bergey, who are the cus- 
todians thereof under this order. The 
ballot boxes are locked up in the Court 
House and these two men are the only 
ones who have keys to the same and 
they cannot be opened except in the 
presence of both. 

"I am making an order, that these 
ballot boxes shall be impounded by the 
custodians above named, and held in 
their possession until the further order 
of the Court. 

"The County Commissioners of 
Montgomery county have two sets of 
ballot boxes, one for use at the pri- 
mary election, and the other for. use at 
the general election. The order that 
I am making, in compliance with your 
request, will not interfere with the 
primary election, but unless the matter 
is settled before the middle of October 
at the latest, it will be necessary for the 
Commissioners of Montgomery county 
to purchase an entirely new set of 
boxes. 

Should Supply Boxes. 

"I do not think that the county 
should be put to this expense, and if it 
is the desire of the Federal authorities 
to take the boxes and their contents 
for examination and count, they should 
supply an additional set of boxes to 
take the place of the ones removed. 
This means the purchase of over 170 
ballot boxes, as we have that many dis- 
tricts in Montgomery county. 

"If it is the desire to remove the bal- 
lot boxes, I feel that this should be 
done by petition in our Courts, and 
not upon the authority of an informal, 
printed letter. 

"It is our desire to co-operate with 
the Federal authorities, and to place no 
unnecessary obstacles in the way of 
obtaining the ballot boxes, but we feel 
that the county of Montgomery should 
not be put to any expense in this mat- 
ter. 

"As soon as Judge Williams returns. 
I will take the matterup with him, and 
you wdJ hear from us further."

are nearly as long as the property 
frontage. Feeling that we have too 
many laws now, I do not advocate a 
law controlling the size of real estate 
signs, but an agreement among all the 
brokers to restrict the size of all signs 
on private residences to two by three 
would lie a vast improvement to the 
appearance of our suburbs. Of course, 
all brokers can no more agree than can 
all ministers, all doctors, or all lawyers. 
Suppose I want to sell my house; 
how many signs will I have? One! If 
I have a very long frontage, I. may have 
two, certainly no more. The chances 
are that the house will be exclusively 
listed with one broker that only his 
sign will appear on the place. Such a 
sign should bear the words "Exclusive 
agent'* or "Inspection by permit only — 
from — ." This indicates clearly both tc 
prospects and to other brokers the 
nature of the listing. A broker who 
does not have .an exclusive listing and 
would display such a sign is a cheat 
of the meanest description and un- 
worthy of his calling. The single sign 
shows the world that I mean business 
and have confidence in my agent. After 
all the only convincing sign is the one 
that says "SOLD." 

Multiple signs are not only unpleas- 
ant to the eye, but a real impediment in 
soiling a house. Some people seem to 
."eel that if they erect a fence of brok- 
ers' signs around their yards that their 
:h slices of selling are increased by 
jach additional sign. Such a conception 
s too childish to deal with here. It 
fails to consider the psychology of the 
buyer who thinks, "Good night, that 
.nan's anxious to sell! There must be 
.something wrong with that place. 1 
Jink Til stay away from it!" The 
brokers will some day realize that an 
excessive number of signs on a prop- 
erty is as injurious to their interests as 
t is to those of the seller. 

The psychology of the broker is 
vortliy of consideration, Many of them 
i'eel that their signs are their best busi- 
ness cards, especially in attracting the 
attention of strangers in the neighbor- 
hood who arc out "house-shopping** 
i>y car. They often take the attitude 
that no matter how many signs are on 
a property theirs must be there for 
advertising reasons if for no other 
They- forget, temporarily, that their 
job is to sell the house in question 
and not to use its frontage as a free 
advertising medium. (I know, as you 
do, Mr. Editor, that the country or 
suburban paper has recently been 
proved the most productive advertising 
medium per dollar spent, and I hope 
you can persuade the local brokers to 
make space in your papers and let the 
trees, fences and lawns alone). If mul- 
tiple signs are to be used they should 
jind can be consolidated so that they 
may appear on only one board. 

Of course, there is another solution, 
that is the idea of having a sign word- 
ed "For Sale — See Your Own Brok- 
' but that shows lack of decision on 
part of the seller. The presence of

Louis Agassiz Fuertes 

The newspapers Tuesday featured 
the death notices of three notorious 
foreigners — two Italians and a Portu- 
guese. To Narberth readers these 
obituaries marked the long-delayed 
close of a disturbing and dominating 
topic. 

But, in the same papers, buried in 
an inside page, was the story of the 
tragic death of a man known and be- 
loved by all persons interested in na- 
ture aiul the out-of-doors man — a man 
known to Main Liners long before the 
Bj.ton radicals were brought to their 
attention. 

A moment of carelessness at a New 
York grade crossing cut short the 
useful life of Louis Agassiz Fuertes, 
naturalist, teacher and wild-life artirt. 
A l'fe of accomplishment was closed, 
but even greater things were left un- 
finished. 

Here, in the suburbs, where spa- 
cious lawns, woods and fields form a 
haven for wild life, most residents 
have on their tables one or more ref- 
erence books dealing with flowers, 
birds, animals and other kinds of wild 
life. The modern books of this type 
are made more useful with splendid 
paintings, reproduced in full colors. 

Probably the finest of these plates 
have come from Fuertes' brush. The 
wonderful volumes by the National 
Geographic Society on animals and 
birds owe their beauty to his illustra- 
tions. The remarkable series of bird 
pictures issued by the New York State 
Museum are the works of Fuertes. 
Massachusetts, now issuing a group 
of books on the birds of that State, is 
illustrating the set with Fuertes pic- 
tures of such life-like richness, and 
such splendid backgrounds, that they 
exceed in interest any previous at- 
tempt. 

Many forms of wild life are dis- 
appearing with the spread of settle- 
ment and the crash of the hunter's 
murderously efficient rifle. To future 
generations the form and color of 
these vanishing birds and animals will 
be known only through accurate pic- 
tures. Certainly the hundreds of 
paintings by Fuertes will form a 
great connecting link with the future. 

Hundreds of thousands will miss 
the work of this man— who so well 
combined field naturalist with artist. 
Many Narberth residents will look 
with increasing pride upon their wild- 
life reference books illustrated by 
Louis Agassiz Fuertes.

High Prices for Land 

Farmers have been receiving- 
prices considered excellent for 
land acquired by the Philadelphia 
Electric Company for right of way 
through Montgomery county in 
connection with the installation of 
its high-power transmission line. 
The power transmitted exceed? 
20.000 volts. ]t is created at Wal- 
lenpanpeck, north of Allentown, 
and conveyed to Philadelphia. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
it is understood, has entered into 
jm agreement for the use of the 
power for its lines to Wilmington, 
Delaware and West Chester. 

J. J. Kelvy was paid $1000 an 
acre by th'e Philadelphia Electric 
Company for 24 acres of his farm ; 
F. E. Higgins received $1500 an 
acre for more than 11 acres of 
land; S. B. Parks received $1000 
an acre for 28 acres ; the Andorra 
Nurseries were paid $1500 for 
over 20 acres; A. Crockett got 
F200D an acre for a little more 
than 12 acres, and M. F. Forgarty 
received $2500 an acre for 10 acres 
of his land. Some farmers have 
received prices even higher than 
these figures. 

The transmission line will aid 
considerably the electric com- 
pany's distribution of power in 
Philadelphia. Montgomery coun- 
ty, it was announced, will not be 
benefited from the high-power 
line as its needs already have been 
supplied.
